Parents of Miss King said the girl was engaged to 
marry 
Buniett, but that the eng a g em ent w'as broken recently. 
Sev­ 
eral notes were found on the person of Miss King at the hospital. 
In one of these notes the girl declared tha t she had died a thou­ 
sand deaths for the sake of Buniett. 
“ He has done me a wrong 
that ca n’t be righted by no one but him. 
He is the only one I 
er.n tell my troubles to. and he w on’t listen,” she wrote. 
If she ‘‘didn’t g et him,” she wrote further, she hoped som e­ 
body else would “ g et him.” 
Scribbled in pencil at the bottom 
of one of the notes was: 
“ I pray to God to forgive me, 
for I 
ca n’t stand my troubles a lone.” 
That she be buried in crepe de 
chine was her wish expressed in one of the notes, signed. 
‘‘.A 
P.roken Heart.”

Spur, Texas, Substation, Agricultur­ 
al Experiment Station of A. and M. 
College, is engaged in an elaborate 
selection project looking to the 
de­ 
velopment of a more prolific alfalfa. 
After having determined th at the 
common Texas alfalfa is the one best 
adapted to the vast “ R .d Beds” re­ 
gion in which his station is centrally 
located, Mr. Dickson has taken 16,- 
000 individual plants of this variety 
and set them under equal and uni­ 
form conditions, 12 inches ap art each 
way, in the test plat. 
He is carefully 
observing their 
behavior, 
involving 
the weighing of the hay produced by* 
each plant, etc., and has now discov­ 
ered about th irty plants in the entire 
test, to be outstanding 
in 
quality. 
These he will further observe, and 
from them will select probably three 
or four of the very best for a 
final 
contest for the honor of being chosen 
as the parent plant 
of 
what 
Mr. 
Dickson expects to be 
a 
superior, 
pure line alfalfa, capable of produc­ 
ing fa r better yields than are now 
possible from any genera! seed sup­ 
ply available. 
When the test is completed and a 
supply of seed can be had from 
the 
increase plats, a general distribution 
will be made through the usual chan­ 
nels for dispersing a valuable find 
by the Experim ent Station.

jt ct has now progressed far enough 
to indicate a splendid success within 
another year or##wo. 
There is nothing particularly m ag­ 
ical about this very tedious

prise. 
It ss well known that cattle­ 
man improve their herds by select-1 
purposes. 
Animals with outstanding 
tendency toward the type desired are 
chosen to head the herd* and if has 
come about due to such careful breed­ 
ing, that whole herds may be found

COUNTRY TOWNS ARE PASSING AWAY UNDER 
THE PRESENT UNPRECEDENTED CONDITIONS

The Schools, Churches and Business A re Grow­ 
ing Behind the Times is Prediction of Rev. 
L. H. Birkhead, of Kansas City. 


(By Associated Press) 
Kansas City, Mo., Nov. id.—One of the outstanding features 
of a survey of social conditions in rural communities of the Mid­ 
dle West by L. II. Birkhead, pastor of All Souls’ Unitarian Church 
of this city, is the decadence of the country town. 
The survey 
is based on observance made by Dr. Birkhead in 
more than 
eighty towns in Minnesota, South Dakota, Iowa, Missouri, Kan­ 
sas, Arkansas, Nebraska, Colorado, Illinois and Wisconsin, w h ile 
he was on a lecture tour, Dr. Birkhead, who is an active social 
wqrker, discussed community problems in each of the towns and 
made careful inquiry as to local conditions in order to make his 
lectures pertinent. 
T H E CO U NT RY TOWN FADES AWAY. 
Almost everywhere, Dr. Birkhead reports, the country town 
is either actually losing in population or is barely holding its own. 
Instead of being the capital, as it were, of the surrounding farm­ 
ing district, leading in business enterprise, education and prog­ 
ress, almost everywhere the country town is outclassed by the 
farmers. 
Leadership is needed, Dr. Birkhead says, but there is 
nothing to develop leadership, no satisfactory opportunity 
for 
young people, and they go elsewhere. 
In one community 90 per 
cent of the young people went to the city. 
The country town 
merchant, according to Dr. Birkhead, conducts his business by 
lime-worn methods and the mail order house takes his place. 
In addition, he says, the retired farmer is not an asset to 
the 
town, seeming to ‘rot out’ after leaving the activities of farm life. 
On the other hand, Dr. Birkhead says, the farmer is 
w ide 
awake and progressive so long as he remains on the farm. 
Co­ 
operative enterprises are springing up everywhere. 
There are 
co-operative hardware and general merchandise stoers. 
There 
are co-operative mills and elevators owned by farmers. 
The projects are incorporated, the farmers are stockholders, 
they hold meetings and appoint salaried men to administer the 
business. 
C H U R C H E S ARE DEAD IN COUNTRY. 
Great pride is taken in the schools, Dr. Birkhead s survey 
shows, but in every town there were from one to five dead 
churches. 
Some signs of a movement to establish community 
churches were apparent. 
The farming communities have re­ 
ceived their inspiration from the national and State D e p a rtm e n ts 
of Agriculture, from the agricultural colleges and from the farm 
papers, according to Dr. Birkhead. 
There is a farm agent in 
practically every county v ho represents the State Department of 
Agriculture. 
Farmers’ institutes, which began at State agricul­ 
tural colleges, are now held in different towns and lectures on 
farm subjects are given. 
In many counties there is a woolman 
demonstrator who advises with the women 
concerning every­ 
thing about the home-canning, modern kitchen equipment, laun­ 
dry machinery and similar subjects. 
There is frothing like 
this 
for the country town 
no organization for improvement. 
N E E D S OF T H E TO W N S ARE GREAT. 
“The two great needs of the farm are better equipped homes 
and good roads,” Dr. Birkhead says. 
“The American farm is 
the best equipped in the world, but modern improvements in the 
homes are greatly needed. 
In many cases the barns are better 
equipped than the houses, perhaps having running water w in re 
there is none at the house.” 
In many places, farm tenancy is 
increasing and the permanent good of the farm and of the com­ 
munity suffer. 
The tenant does not take the same interest in 
keeping pp the value of the land, nor in the co-operative enter 
prises of the community. 
The condition is due to farmers r e ­ 
tiring and leaving their lands to tenants. 
In some counties, as 
much as (JO per cent of the farm land is occupied by tenants.”
